The class 
of population that is filling up the interior, is ¢fa character in eve- | 
ry respect that is truly the subject of felicitation ; and we may | 
fairly calculate that Michigan, when she takes her place in the | 
constellation of the union, will bring with her a capital stock of in- 
telligence, wealth, and moral worth unequalled by any of the newly 
formed states, and scarcely approximated to by any except Ohie.

MANUFACTURES IN THE UNITED STATES. 

We st-ted ins former number of thie paper, that it should be the 
duty of every delegate to the convention which is to assemble in 
November next at Milledgeville, to prepare himself for the import- 
ant objects which this convention will take into consideration, by 
obtaining all the information within his reach on the state of public 
feeling in the manufacturing States. We know that correct statis 
tical information, cannot be obtained, bat by loose and partial state- 
ments. However loose or partial such statements may be, they may 
lead to an approximation which may answer the object the conven- 
tion will have in view. Tn order to assist in the attainment of pro 
per information, wé have made the following statements, which, if 
not strictly correct, will at least give a general view of the state of 
mavufactures in the North. , 

In the State of New York, sccording to Williams’ Register, there 
were onthe Ist January, 1832— 

209 Incorporated manufacturing companics, 

88 Cotten manufactories. 

208 Woollen do. 

202 Tron co. 

Cotten Manufactures —There were 88 cotton manufactures, 
which contained on average 1,500 spindles each—total, 132,000 
spindles. 1t is calculated that each spindle will spin 50 tbs. cotton 
annnalty, making 6,000,600 Ibs. of cotton consumed by the manu: 
factories in that State, equal to 22,009 bales—annunal value of cot- 
ton goods manufactueed, considerably exceeding $2,900,000. 

Wool.—Vaiue of woolen goods annually manafactured (execlu- 
sive of thore made in families) considerably upwards of $3,000,009. 

Tron.—Valve of annual manvfacture, $4,C0u,000 

Paper.— There were about 50 paper mills in the State. 
annual manufacture, $500,000. 

Hats.— Valve of annual manufacture, $3,000,000, 

Roots and Shaes.—Valve of annual manufacture, $5,000,000. 

Teather.—Value of annual manufacture, 2.90" 000.

The British Government packet Lady Ogle arrived at 
Boston, from Halifax, on Weenesday evening, with the Oc- 
tober mail from England, which left Palmoutit on the 6th 
of that month. London dates to the 4th are bought by 
this arrival, and Birmingham and other provincial papersto 
the 6th of October. ‘The Boston papers give brief summa- 
ries of the intelligeace, from which we take the following.

Sir Walter Scott died inso'vest. Tie present Sir Walter Scott, 
who succeeds to the Baronetcy, is now in his 324 year, and M.jor 
of the 15th, or King’s Hussars, quartered at Manchester. 

A ministry has at length been formed ia France. Soult is to be 
President of the Council. 

Troops to a heavy amount are gxthered on the northern frontier of 
France, and the Government is waking preparations for immediate 
w arin that quarter. The number of troops from Dunkirk to Givet 
is estimated at 100,000 men. 

The Prussian governmnnt has demanded of the Freneh that its 
roops shall be removad 80 leagues fromthe Belgian frontier, pro- 
mising to withdraw its own troops to the same distance ; but if this 
measure be not adopted, ard if the French troops enter Belgium, a 
Prussian army will also enter on its side. 

Portugal.——Up to the 26th September no general attack had 
been made on Oporto by the army of Don Miguel. On the 21st and- 
22d, there had been a good deal of skirmishing, with but a trifling 
loss to either side. ‘The gieatest distress prevailed in the army of 
Don Migue!. The Commissariat was badly supplied, and the men 
desti' ute of shoes, and their clothing in rags.

Distressing Shipwreck.—The brig Amelia, Capt. Dickinson, with 
a valuible cargo of Dry Goods and Wine, and one hundred and two 
steerage, and three cabin passengers, sailed from New York on the 
19th ult. bound to New Orleans. On the passage they exncrienced 
very boisterous weather, lost bniwarks, and leaked badly. The 
c1ptain, in consequence, concluded to put into Charleston, crossed 
our bar on Tuesday afternoon last, and acchored in Five Fathom 
Hole, as reported in our paper of yesterday morning. After remain- 
ing there about 5 hours, it blew so heavily as to cause herto drag 
her anchors, when she was compel'ed to put to sea. [In crossing 
the bar, the brig struck several t mes, which increased the leak con- 
siderably. It then became necessary for the preservation of the lives 
of all on board, that she should be rua on shore, which was accord. 
ingly done on Folly Island beach ; where she grounded with six fect 
water in her hold, The veseel will be totaljy lost, but the cargo 
will most prebably be saved, though in a damaged state. On the 
27th ult. William B. Gibson, first officer, was washed overboard, 
but regained the vessel—he died the same day. Messrs. P. Pindar 
and Win. Fiiel, cabin, and 22 steerage passengers, died the same 
day. The remainder of the passengers and crew were landed on 
Folly Island, (many of them in a very feeble state) where every at- 
tention was paid to their distressed situation by the proprietor of 
the Ieland, Andrew Milne, E:q. who, with the most praiseworthy 
promptitude, gave up all his buildings for their accommodation.— 
We understand that the citv authorities dcspa:ched a boat to their 
assistance last evening, with temporary retief—and we trust that 
measures will be immediately adopted effectyslly to relicve them

from their distressing situation.— Char eston Courier, Nov. 1. 

No information has reached us from the passengers and crew of 
the brig Amelia, mentioned yesterday as being on shore at Folly 
Asland. Dr. Ever, the Assistant Port Physician, weat down yester-

I would, uoqvestionably, preserve the rights of property, but I 
would not preserve them, af theexpense of the rights of the slave. 1 
object to immediate emancipation, for the sake of the slaves them- 
selves ; but were I convinced that immediate emanci ation could 
be effected with sifety to the slaves, I should say, /et it take place 
atonce; the planter might then indeed have a jast claun on the 
British nation, by whose encouragement an! sanstion he has been 
induced to agquire the property of which he would be deprived. It 
would be unjust that the whole penalty should fall oa those who 
have onty shared the crime by which tt has been incurred. But 
however large the claim of the West Ialian for co npensation may 
be, I do not hesitate to say it should not stand in my way for a mo- 
ment, as weighed against the importance of putiing an end to the 
sufferings of the slaves. Iconsider the whule svstem one of such 
deep oppression and iniquity and crue'ty, that if I could be satisfied 
it was safe to emancipate the slaves now, | would say * Dose and 
do itat once ;’ and we will settle scores among ourselves afterwards 
and determine in what proportion the penalty of our guilt is to be 
paid; but the victim of that guilt must not continue for one hour to 
suffer, while we are hagzling about pounds, shillings and pence.”

All that ean, will do 
well to take passage in the regular American packet ships, 
whose commanders have reputations to sustain, which is not 
the case with transient vessels. We have on this head daily 
cause of complaint. ; 
From the city of New York, (at which port most of the 
English arrive,) they may be transported, between the 1st of 
May and the 15th of November, to the western part of Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio, by water, in ten days, diet and lodging be- 
ing found, for about seven dollars per head—children half price. 
In winter, the transportation is by land about four hundred 
miles, and is more expensive. This city has inland water com- 
munication with New Orleans, a distance of about three thou- 
sand miles, which can be accomplished in fifteen or twenty 
davs, for about as many dollars.

If emigrants would only be content to crow rich, they would, 
under Providence, not be mistaken; but where geese lay gol- 
den eggs it makes some impatient to wait the ordinary dispen- 
sations of Providence. Indeed, in this country there is no ocea- 
sion for over exertion to lay up for our children; the inculea- 
tion of good morals and habits of industry are all they can need, 
and are a better portion than riches. 

To coneiude. This is a country where honest industry is 
sure to prosper ; but whoever shail emigrate with the idea of ob- 
taining independence or wealth without application to business 
or labor, will certainly be disappointed. Dr. Franklin says :— 
‘“‘ There seems to be but three ways of acquiring wealth. The 
first is by war, as the Romans did in plundering their conquered 
neighbors—this is robbery. The second by commerce, which is 
generally by cheating. The third by agriculture, the only honest 
way, wherein man receives a real increase of the seed thrown 
into the gronnd, in a kind of continual miracle wrought by the 
hand of God in his favor as a reward for his innocent tife and 
his virtuous industry.” 

This office, by means of its correspondence and information, 
will always be enabled to indicate and direct emigrants to a 


variety of locations on which they may profitably establish 
themselves, and also to refer them to persons with whom they 


may safely deal; at the same time by disinterested instruction 
and counsel, we shall save them the waste of time and money 
which are incurred by persons arriving ignorant of the country, 
of the routes, and of situations proper for their establishment. 

It is self-evident that persons should land here with money 
sufficient to take them at least four hundred miles into the inte- 
rior, and as it can be hardly expected to find a suitable locajion 
or employment immediately in that section of the country they 
may fix upon, extra funds are requisite to enable them to look

3d mo. 16, 1831.—At Pittsburgh, during the previous week, 
sixteen steamers arrived and eightcen departed. 


3d mo. 23, 1831.—A company of emigrants left Boston for 
Illinois last Wednesday via New Orleans. Another follows in 
a day or two—another Ist April—another 21st or 22nd—and 
another via Albany, as soon as the Canal opens. 


5th mo. 26, 1831.—The Agent of the Welland Canal Company 
offers to take flour from Cleveland to New York, upwards of 
seven hundred miles, at a little more than a dollar a barrel, and 
return freight by the same route at about the same price. 

The Miami Canal, sixty-four miles in length, from Dayton to 
Cincinnati, is navigable by the first week in March, nearly two 
months before the Western Canal from Albany to Buffalo. 


5th mo. 8, 1531.—Four thousand emigrants were waiting at 
Buffalo the breaking up of the ice in Lake Erie to go west. 


7th mo. 26, 1831.—There were sixteen steamers lying in the 
port of St. Louis, Missouri. : . ;
